Preacher 


Is a Faithless 


PreacherandCannog bé a Success. 


Just as I was finishing up} 
the message for last week’s 
Evangel a little past mid- 
night, a spirit of prayer came 
upon me for the revivals, for 
the preachers, for the work 
in every way. For some time 
the Spirit groanedand put me 
through agonizing groans and 
cries toGod. When He was 
through I felt rested and sat- 
is fied. 

No matter what the mes- 
sage has accomplished, or 
whether anything or not, it 
came from a heartof love and 
wasturned over to theLord to 
get out of it what He could. 
But I regard the prayer that 
followed of much more value 
than the message, because 
the message would be com- 
paratively worthless without 
the prayer. 

It is not toomuch to say 
that prayer is the secret of 
success in any line of work 
for the Lord. The first re- 
vival of any consequence | 
ever held was not a_ success 
because of the preaching. 
There was little preaching 
done. In fact, I could not 
preach. Really I did not try 
to preach. I most always 
read a few verses of Scrip- 
tures and said a tew things, 
but it could hardly be called 
preaching. However, at the 
close of the little talk the 
people would flock to the al- 
tar and cry and pray through 
to God. 

I prayed but very little at 
the meeting. Did not have 
time for that there. But be- 
tween the services, both night 
and day, my soul was liter- 
ally poured out to God in 
agonizing prayer. My very 
being seemed melted before 
God as before my vision 
would roll the multitudes ot 
lost souls plunging into eter- 
nal despair. 


I felt like everything de- 
pended upon me. I encour- 
aged others to pray for the 
meeting and the salvation of 
souls, but I did not depend 
upon their prayers. I appre- 
ciated all the help that others 
gave in any way, but I felt 
that I was responsible for the 
salvation or damnation of 
every soul that was 1n all that 





community. I took no time 





to prepare a dis- 
I was all the time 
engaged in prayer. I let the 
discourse: be a secondary 
matter altogether. 


How well I temember on 
one special occasion when | 
arose to read my text. I 
thought I knew where it was, 
but when I opened my Bible 
I was unable to turn to it. 
After a few moments af fruit- 
less search I decided to read 
the first verse my eyes fell 
upon. I did so, and was able 
to say all that was neceSsary, 
for it was not the great 
preaching that brought the 
results, it was the deep soul 
agonizing prayers that touch- 
ed the great and all power- 
ful God, and He brought the 
people dewn under convic- 
tion so deep and pungent that 
they felt like they were going 
to die and drop into hell if 
they did not repent. 





This revival was so far- 
reaching that some werecon- 
verted in their homes that did 
not hear any preaching at all. 
The Spirit found them and 
led them through repentance, 
and helped them to lay their 
sins at the foot of the cross. 
People came for miles to the 
meeting, but they did not 
come to hear. the “great 
preaching,” they came to en- 
quire after salvation. There 
was never a word of compli- 
ment given the preacher for 
his great sermons. Never 
heard of a word ever being 
spoken about the preacher 
orhis sermons. They didnot 
say to their friends, “You 
ought to go and hear the big 
preacher.” But theydid say, 
“You ought to go out to the 
meeting and see the workings 
of the Lord.” 


In this, there was no chance 
for the preacher to become 
exalted. No body praised 
him. In fact he did nothing 
that was worthy of praise or 
commendation. But his work 
was largely a hidden work. 
It was often done while 
others were sweetly resting 
on their pillows. While the 
people of the neighborhood 
were lockedinthe arms of rest 
and slumber he was some- 
where agonizing before God 
for their souls. Nobodyknew 


it, and no body could tell it 
or talk about it. The two 
weeksmeeting was a success, 
but no bodyseemed to know 
why. 

I notice very frequently 
among ministers in these days 
that if their meeting does not 
seem to get along well, they 
are apt to place the blame on 
others. They think there is 
an “Achan in the camp,” and 
they bring their whip and 
lash into play and try to lo- 
cate the ‘““Achan” so they can 





get him out of the way so the 
‘‘wheels of Zion can roll on.” 
I do not hesitate to say 
that this isunwise. While 
the gospel is often a whip and 
a lash and uncovers sin and 
exposes hypocrites, but th¢ 
secret of success is not int

I travail in birth again until

He did not try to shift. the 
matter on to the shoulders of 
others and blame them if the 
backsliders were not reclaim- 
ed, but he took it on himself 
and said, “I travail in birth 
again” for you. 

The secret of soul winning 
is not in the great preaching, 
but in the great praying. 
There are callson every hand 
for preachers, but the need is 
not so much for great preach- 
ets as it is for great prayers. 
That is the great trouble with 
the religious world today, 
they have been depending 
on the great preaching, and 
agg has. disappeared 
from among them. When 
they have “converts” at all, 
they are usually merely re- 
formed, or have promised to 
mend their ways and be a 
Christian. Very few outside of 
the genuine holiness ranks, 
that are really “bornagain.” 
Nothing said about the preach- 
er travailing in birth until 
Christ is formed in them. 

I knowa man that was 
preaching at a certain place. 
The people would flock 
around him at the close 
of the meeting and tell 


joy andcomfort to the preach- 
er. He wanted to be a soul 
winner, and anything else, no 
matter how complimentary, 
did not satisfy him. 

A man may preach well 
and win the respect and sat- 
isfaction of his congregation 
without prayer, but he will 
never be a soul winner with- 
out strong agonizing prayer. 
A prayerless preacher is a 
faithless preacher and cannot 
be a success. It is notenough 
to say over a form of words. 
At a certain meeting where 
the preaching was fine, and 
the people flockod to the al- 
tar in droves, and it was ac- 
counted generally a good 
meeting, at the close it was 
noticed that there were no 
tangible results. No body 








him how they enjoyed his 
sermon and how it blessed 
them. This continued for 


commended him the worse 
he felt, until he became dis- 


alone with God while his 
heart was breaking with 
grief. One might wonder at 
such an experience when the

When Paul found the Gal- 
atians were backslidden, be- 
cause of false teaching hav- 
ing gotten in among them, he 
did not lay the responsibility 
on some one else, but took it 
allupon himself and said, 





“My little children, of whom 


people were so well pleased 
with his preaching. But there 
were no souls convicted nor 
converted. The preaching 
was all ight, but all the 
praises and complimentary 
remarks about his discourses 
did not satisfy him so long as 
no souls were getting to God. 
There was sOmething wrong. 
He told the Lord that he 
would rather die right there 
than have this vain-glory to 
continue. He poured out 
his heart to God in agonizing 
cries for lost souls. He pray- 
ed and prevailed. 

The tide of the meeting 
was changed. There was 
nothing more said about the 
“good preaching.” While the 
preaching was just as good 
and probably better, the con- 
versation was turned to the 
number of converts. Who it 
was saved; how many at the 
altar; what new ones were 
interested,etc, This brought

saved. No body sanctified 
nor filled with the Holy Ghost. 


'A brother ventured aword of 
‘surprise that no body was 


saved when the meeting 
seemed so powerful. I quiet- 
ly remarked that nobody had 
previously prayed through 
for the meeting and _prevail- 
ed. That was enough. He 
knew the Scriptures well 
enough to agree with me at 
once. 


Now brother, if you want 
to be a soul winner, you do 
not need to study so much 
about how to preach as you 
do about how to pray and 
prevail with God. Any 
humble person canhave a re- 
vival if he only knows how 
to pray and prevail with 
God. Thomas Harrison who 
used to. be known as the 
“boy preacher,” went to visit 
a friend of his. This friend 
was the pastorof a _ nice 
church. Harrison was only 
a school boy. His friend 
said to him, “Harry, you 
must preach for me.” This 
so shocked the boy that he 
hardly knew how to answer. 
He had never preached, and 
knew nothing about it. But 
all of his excuses and _ plead- 
ings to be excused were in 
vain. His friend was per- 
sistent and “Harry must 
preach.” He must preach 
Sunday afternoon and Sun- 
day night because the an- 
nouncement was made. that 
Thomas Harrison would be 
there and preach.

There are diversities of 
opinions onthe church. Now 
what we are going to discuss 
is whether it is visible or in- 
visible. There are three 
classes. The first class be- 
lieves that we are born into

The second class believe that 
we are born into the church, 
the church set in order, a pas- 
toral roll, that the government 
of the church is placed in the 
hands of men to execute, and 
when some of the members 
walk disorderly they can re- 
turn to the first class. 
Another class of people be- 
lieve there is a literal church, 
composed of tangible beings, 
who are born of the Spirit, 
added to the church by cov- 
enant, who keep the ordin- 
ances and commandments of 
God, obey His voice and 
love Himwith their whole 
heart, mind and soul. If this 
is what the Church of God 
stand for, I am a member. 
Some people believe that 
the family of God avd the 
Church of God are the same, 
that a person belonging to 
one belongsio the other. 
They take Heb. 12:23 to 
prove this theory. They say 
their record is keptin heaven 
but I tell you there is a differ- 
ence in keeping a family re- 


cord and a church record. 


Every child born ina family 
constitutes one member of 
that family and his name is 
placed on the family record 
but every child of God does 
not have his name placed on 
the church record because 
they are added to, and not 
born into the church. They 
also take Luke 10:20 where 
Jesus tells them to “rejoice 
not that the spirits are subject 
unto you; but rejoice because 
your names are written in 
heaven,” to prove they are 
members of the invisible 
church. 


Matt. 16:16-19. You seeby 
this that Peter already be- 
longs to the kingdom of God. 
This rock refers to Jesus and 
God had to reveal Him to 
Peter. If you are born into 
the church, then when Jesus 
told Peter “upon this rock I 
will build my church” was 
not so, for He meant that His 
church would be built in the 
future and was beginning at 
this time that He is talking to 
Peter. 

If when you are born of 
God, you become a member 
of the church, then all those 
in the past, even before the 
flood until these words were 
spoken by Jesus, were cut 





Ye are not your own, ye are 
bought with a price, there- 
fore glorify Godin your body 
and in your spirit.” 

Now ia the nineteenth 
verse we find where Jesus 
gave the keys of the kingdom 
of heaven to Peter. Let us 
see how the church operates 
the keys. Peter wasa man 
and if the church is invisible, 
He placed the keys in reach 
of a tangible being. The gov- 
ernment of the church is the 


key to the kingdom. Now if 


Peter is a literal being and 
has been given the keys or 
government, as is shown in 
1 Cor. 12:28 and they are 
used in governing these liter- 
al affairs here on earth it must 
be aliteral church. ThenHe 
goes onto tell Peter that 
“whatsoever is bound on 
earth shall be bound in _hea- 
en etc.” God gives us to 
understand that He’s going to 
establish something here on 
earth among men by the aid 
of tangible beings. 


Some claim that they belong 
to the visible and invisible 
church and should they be 
turned out of the former they 
still belong to the latter, but 
Jesus plainly says “whatso- 
ever ye shall loose on earth 
Shall be loosed in heaven.” 
If you are contemplating leav- 
ing the church, letme warn 
you, as one that loves you to 


be caarful how you trifle with 


the Church of God. 


Matt. 18:15-18; We see this 


is an affair between individu- 
als. Now “if he will not 
hear thee, then take with thee 
one or two more.”’» What is 
this for? This is 
there is to be a trial and some 
one must know something in 
order that the offender and 
the offended might receive 
justice at the trial. Where is 
it to be, at the church? Where 
is the church? Ifin heaven 
then all this is useless, for 
only God can settle these af- 
fairs. 


In Isa. 9:6. We find that 


the government is to be plac- 
ed on the shoulder of the 
Son, which is Jesus. Did 
Jesus come here in a_ spirit? 
No he came ina _ tangible 
body. 

So in Eph. 5:23. We find 
that He is the head of the 
Church, then if the head is 
tangible the body must be 
tangible also. He was a lit- 
eral manand knew how to 


because 





and suffered hunger 
thirst, sorrow and pain, 
m the cradle to the cross. 
am talking about real suffer- 
ing in the body. That is, of 
this literal body, now we can 
see that the church isa literal 
affair, and we ought to suffer 
like Paul and Jesus. 

The government is to be 
upon the body and not the 
head, that is why Jesus said I 
will give you the key. Now 
if this church is invisble how 
would we settle difficulties 
spoken of in Matt. 18:15-17. 

Eph. 2:19-22. We see 
here we are built on the 
foundation of the apostles and 
prophets,Jesus Christ being 
the chief corner stone. Now 
if we are born into invisible 
church, there would be no 
need of church government. 
But Jesus being the chief cor- 
ner stone and as we are built 
on Him shows that this build- 
ing is not completed instantly. 

Eph. 4:11-13. Now where 
are these saints to be perfect- 
ed? In heaven or on the 
earth? We find in Paul’s 
letter to Church of God at 
Cornith, (1 Cor. 1:2.) That 
they were saints, and these 
different officers (spoken of in 
1 Cor. 12:28.) were in the 
church in this city here in 
the world. 


We say the church is to be 
without spot or wrinkle. 
When is this to be? At the 
time when Jesus comes to 
receive it. These different 
officers in the church are tak- 
ing the Word and getting 
these spots and wrinkles out. 
In Eph. 5:26 we find the 
cleansing of the church is to 
be done by the Word, and 
we consider this affair to be 
accomplished right in this 
present world and it is to 
continue until these saints, or 
lively stoney are properly set 
in order in the building, by 
the different officers using the 
government fastened with 
untempered mortar. 

I Cor. 12:4, 7, 13, 25. We 
see how we are baptized in 
one body in Jesus. In the 
18th verse we see that God 
set people in the church. 

When you are set in the 
church you are made one 
body, for Jesus made it so. 

Col. 2:12-19 shows how 
the Head which is Jesus and 
the body which is the church 
1a banded or knit together, 
so we should be careful not 
to get separated from the 
Head, for we realize the fact 
that the literal head of ours is 
severed from our body we 
die. So if we sever our con- 
nection from the church, we 
loose connection with the 
head and soon go down, or 








off into some delusion of the 
devil. 

In the construction of Sol- 
omon’s Temple, the material 
had to be prepared for build- 
ing and the workman had to 
polish each piece before they 
began to build, so each piece 
fit in iis place and _ while be- 
ing erected there was not 
heard the sound of hammer, 
so after we have been gotten 
out of the quarry and polish- 
ed then we can be set in the 
church and _ there will be no 
schism’s to contend with.
